There are some things that give ground for the belief that 


business considerations are doing as much, if not more, for 
temperance today than any other-'single force. 
Employers 


and intelligent workmen are coming;Io recognize tliat drink- 


ing, 
at least while on duly, is against the interest of both, and 


as a result (here has'been a substanUal curtailment of the use 
of.liquor by men in responsiblei.^os^tjbiis. 


Some of this curtailment.is voluntary and some of it is com- 


pulsory. 
In recent years; railroads aird oiher large employers 


have been gradually turning dqwirlhe screws with very satis- 
factory result's, and now'comes the city of Philadelphia with 
orders that city employes must abstain from the use of liquor 
while on duly,' the penalty for violation of the order being im- 
mediate dismissal. The heads of the water and electrical b.u- 
reaus have notified their-nieir of! the new condition, and-the 
police, firemen and empjoyfes' i.n.CjUie'r departments are 16 re- 
ceive similar notices at oiice. ,. '

It is said.that one reason for (be adoption of this rule is the 


fact that a workmen's con'ipensafion law has recently:become 
effective in Pennsylvania, and the cily does not wish to lay i[- 
self liable to heavy expense for damages caused by the use of 
liquor. 
: 


In taking this stand Philadelphia is acting on business priii: 


ciples purely. 
It is not undertaking to regulate the personal 


habits of its employes further than business is liable to be un- 
favorably affected by those habits. This the. men understand 
and it is for them to decide' whether they will; respect the order 
or be ousted from their jobs. 


.While this is business, and nol temperance in the full sense 


of the word, it musl still go far toward the promotion of tem- 
perance, for flic average man will soon come, to see that what 
he must strictly refrain from while on duty is something to be 
handled with care, if at all, while oft duty. 


Such a stand onlhe part of employers will-be more c'll'ecliial 


in many cases than all the laws ever passed. 
It is a foolish 


man who will quarrel with his/bread and butter, and who will 
not slick to his job in preference to his bollle when il comes to 
;i showdown. Would it no! be remarkable if after all the writ- 
ing and lecturing that have been and are being done business 
should prove to be the strongest force for temperance? 
And 


it looks now very much as if il might.
